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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art, either alone or in combination, teaches or suggests 

(Claim 1) a device for treating cardiac disease of a heart, as claimed, comprising 
a plurality of attachment locations, each of said attachment locations capable of 
releasably securing to separate positions surrounding a periphery of an open 
upper end of a jacket, wherein said capability for releasably securing including at 
least one of a plurality of spacing arms having a rod member movable relative 
thereto with an end disposed at said attachment locations, said rod member 
movable between a first position engaging said jacket at said attachment location 
and a second position disengaged from said jacket. 

None of the prior art, either alone or in combination, teaches or suggests 
(Claim 10) a device for delivery of a cardiac constraint jacket, as claimed, 
comprising a plurality of attachment locations, each of said attachment locations 
can be releasably secured to separate positions surrounding a periphery of an 
open upper end of said jacket; said releasably secured including at least one of a 
plurality of spacing arms having a rod member movable relative thereto with an 
end disposed at said attachment locations, said rod member movable between a 
first position engaging said jacket at said attachment location and a second 
position disengaged from said jacket.
